Divifion among the Allies, by the Influence of this 
Court, which they pretend to have in thofe of the Czar 
of Mufcovy and K. Augufius, and even in Denmark and 
Pruffia : But what Reflection thefe Things will bear the B- 
vent alone muft difcover. Afterall, our News from Dau- 
phine does not at all pleafethe Court, and even the Duke 
of Berwick himfelf writes, that without a Supply of Troops 
he cannot promife the Security of our Frontiers on that
